The operation which Dr. 
Leksell has developed con- 
sists of inserting electrodes 
into affected parts of the 
brain and passing an electric 
current through them. 

Diseased tissue can be 
treated in this way with great 
accuracy without damage to 
other parts of the brain. 

Australian neurosurgeons 
wdl soon be able la perform 
the operation at the new 
Cerebral Surgery and Re- 
search Unit at Gallon Park, 
Sydney, which is installing 
£250,000 worth of equipment 
designed by Dr. Leksell. 

The director. Dr. Harry R. 
Bailey, says the unit, bigger 
than the one in Sweden, will 
be the first established in the 
Southern Hemisphere. 

Operation cheap 

The new technique, in addi- 
tion to Parkinson's disease 
operations, will be used to 
treat some forms of epilepsy 
and will supplant leurotnmy 
operations, Dr. Bailey said. 

He added: "The unit will 
have 40 beds and private 
patients will be admitted. 

' The operation for Parkin- 
son':, will cost no more than 
a cornmnn appended umy." 

Dr. Bailey spent some 
months in Sweden ittiifyint: 
under Professor Leksell and 
performed eight operations 
before he returned lo Aus- 
tralia. 

He hat invited Dr. Lekftll 
to visit Australia and hopes 
that he will arrive next 
October or November.

At the School for the Blind 
in the Sydney suburb of Wah- 
roonga, Leah told me: "Under 
the terms of the scholarship, 
I have to give talks to Rotary 
while I'm away, but I think 
I'll still have time to do all 
the things I want to do. 

"I want to see New York 
and climb to the top of the 
Empire State Building. 

"And I want to see Boston 
and Michigan and Helen Kel- 
ler's birthplace in Alabama — 
not just because she is blind 
but because she is such a re- 
markable woman in so many 
ways.** 

Leah raits about "seeing" 
all the time, tad it US hard to 
remember that she has always 
been blind. 

Her misted glasses hide her 
eyes, but her serious face with 
its shy, ready smile looks to- 
wards people and things with 
eager attention. 
Leah has been teaching at 



the Wahroonga school — Eng- 
lish, History, French, Geog- 
raphy, and a special cias* for 
music — tor the past live year). 

M I used to come here as .' 
pupil, years ago now," she 
told me, "but later I went on 
to Horasby High and the 
Teachers' College."

German documentary, 
with English sab - titles.

A SOBER and straight- 
forward re-creation of 
the ill-fated November, 
1944, attempt, by a group 
of German Army Generals 
to assassinate Hitler and so 
end the war, this feature- 
length documentary is the 
work of noted German 
producer G. W. Pabst. 

Sternly photographed in 
black and white and unfolded 
with admirable restraint, it 
opens with the plotters check- 
ing their final arrangements, 
goes on to the explosion of 
.he bomb in the wooden hut 
where Hitler was holding a 
staff meeting, and traces the 
ensuing confuainn until the 
S.S. thai night regains control 
in Berlin.
